' A defence force in command of General Sit Van de Vente has 
captured the important townships of Benoni and DunsWart, on the 
Far East Rand, and is now marching to nrakpao. 

On the west, the Fordsburg Command>, which is close to 
Johannesturg, has not yet attacked and is digging in itself, but, 
farther along, the Governmental forces have occupied Roodepoort 
and ‘Fiorida villages and area marching on Maraisburg, where the 
revolutionaries are strongly entrenched in the bills. General Smuts

Union to Establish Board-

Conseqnent. on & report that 
the Seamen's Union officials were 
considering the establishmentof « 
boarding house in Hongkong for 
the benefit of its unemployed 
mombers, a reporter saw Chak 
Hon-chi, the principal delegate 
Yesterday, and was informed that 
such was their intention.

DEATH 
CUSTOMS OFFICIAL. 
Nephew of Sir Robert Hart. 


The death took place in the 
General Hospital,. Shanghai, on 
the 6th. inst., of M. Pierre Huber, 
formerly of the Chinese Maritima 
Customs. M. Huber bad not been 
in robust health tor some consi- 
derabla time, but only recently 
did bis condition become serious, 
end his death was quite 
ungexpected among his numer- 
ows friends. The deceased geantle- 
man was enephew of Sir Robert 
Hart, his father, who at qne time 
held the position of Commissioner 
of Customs, having married.Miss 
Elizabeth Hart, Sir Robert's 
sister. M. Huber was born in 
Chins, and after completing his 
education entered the Customs 
service.

sidecar. Hearrived about 6 33am 
with Sub-Inspactar Field. Sergt. 
Gray and witness got into the 
side-car and went to the Taipo 
Rosd junction, where Gray was 
dropped. They passed through a 
large crowd and arrived at the 
water works st 645 Witness 
turned out the three Indian police 
constables with rifles and charzed 
magazines with 10 rounds. While 
this was being doce Sub-Inspector 
Field and Sergt. Dorling each 


-}fired one round into the bank. 


The head of the crowd 
was coming round the bend 
Witness fired two rounds himself 
foto the bank. He then posted 
threa Indian constables across 
the road, about 40 yds. from the 
station. Suob-Inspector Field, 
who speaks Chinese flaentiy, 
went amongst the crowd and 
spoke to them. They gradually 
worked themselves forward 
towards the guard. They were 
getting hostile and out 
control, shouting “go on 
aud waving their hatsand sticks, 
Witness telephoned for Mr. 
iog, who bad already lef:. 
Witness returned to the road and 
some Indian P.C.’s arrived. They 
came through the crowd and 
with magazines charged they 
were posted with the other threa 
men across tha road. The crowd 
wes getting very disorderly, 
shouting “Strike! Go!” Th 
crowd wére seven or eight deap, 
all carrying sticks and bundles. 
One, who seemed to ba the ring- 
leader, came close to witness and 
shouted to the. crowd to come 
on. Thay ‘all came forward 
and’ this man pushed witness 
to one side. Witness fired a 
round into the ground and the 
crowd stopped. They had not 
reached the Indians by this time. 
itness,again ran to the ‘phone. 
While there, he heard « consider. 
able amount of noise and shout- 
ing. Witness ran out to the road 
eud saw the crowd forcing the 
Indizos back, the Indians trying 
to praventthem with their rifles. 
They hed to go back about 46 
yards. The police wera placed 
on one side and the crowd filed 
past, raising their fists and 
giving contemptaous asmiles.
